BECAUSE THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY 


Has Given Up the Fight and Gone 


. 


Out of Business, 


A STARTLING SENSATION EXPLODED, 


Which Showsthe Utter Routeof the Lot- 
tery Company, and the Triumph 
of Morality. 


New ORLEANS, February 4.-— [Special.] — 
The state is convulsed by the sensation pro- 
duced by the card issued by John A. Mor- 
ris, announcing that the Louisiana Lottery 
Company will go out of business. 

The most bitter feelings were aroused 
through the lottery’s fight for a resiewal of 
its charter. Both political parties split, and 
the moral question, like that involved in li- 
quor prohibition campaigns, has entered even 
the families, which are divided everywhere. 
Those not on the scene can hardly begin to 
appreciate the bitterness of passion which 
has existed. Happily, this will now sub- 
side, the cause being removed. 

The company takes high ground for giving 
up the fight. As a matter of fact, a contin- 
uance of it would be costly to the lottery 
corporation, and could not help it any. 
Since the lottery was excluded from the 
mail the revenues have dwindled to a point 
where there is little profit left. 

How the Fight Was Given Up. 

Mr. Morris, who is the principal holder 
of the lottery company and stock, says in 
his card to the people of the state: 

Realizing thoroughly, my associates and I, 
that we have been incorrect in our {opinion of 
public sentiment on this question of a new char- 
ter, and not desiring to see the people of the state 
of Louisiana involved in strife over this question, 
I hereby declare upon my part and upon the 
part of my associates that we would not accept 
or qualify under the proposed amendment to 
the constitution, even were it to be adopted by 
the people at the general election of April 
next. As the supreme court of the United 
States has decided the anti-lottery postal law 
to be constitutional, it is my purpose and that 
of my associates to respect that law and ab- 
stain from violating it in any manner, Our 
offer was prompted as much by the desire to 
benefit the people of Louisiana as by the 
prospect of profit to ourselves from the grant 
as a business proposition. My associates and I 
are closely identified with the interests of the 
people of Louisiana, as we own much 
property within the borders of the State, 
Convinced that the granting of another lot- 
tery charter in the state would be the cause 
of continued agitation and discontent upon 
the part of a number of citizens of Louis- 
iana for the entire period for which the 
charter might be granted, we would be un- 
willing to accept such a charter even though 
it was given to us without the payment of $1 
of license tax. 

Its Effect on Politics. 

When the state democratic convention 
met to nominate a state ticket, the anti- 
lottery delegates bolted. A ticket headed 
by S. D. McEnery and R. C, Wickliffe 
was nominated in the regular democratic 
convention. 

The bolters, who opposed amending the 
constitution to allow the renewal of the 
lottery company’s charter, nominated Murphy 
Foster for governor. When the republican 
convention met it split, too, and that party 
put two tickets in the field. 

Te Letter a Surprise. 

Mr. Morris’s letter was.a surprise to the 
great majority of the people, although it 
had practically been decided on some two 
weeks ago. Mr. Morris arrived here Satur- 
day week. He was sick at the time and 
confined to the house, and refused to see 
any one. The fact that he had arrived 
was kept secret. 

Mr. Morris, after going over the matter 
had come to the conclusion that, in view 
of the etrong opposition that had been 
aroused to the company, and especia!ly 
the passage of the _  anti-lottery pos- 
tal = law, it would be fimpossible, 
if the law was declared constitutional by 
the United States supreme court, to pay 
Louisiana $1,250,000 a year and carry on 
the business with profit. The net earnings 
of the company were about four million 
@ year. Since it has been shut out of the 
mails, it has shrunk to barely one-third 
what it 
about one million three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars or one million four hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

If the state of Louisiana received $1,- 
250,000 of this, there would be nothing left 
for the stockholders. 

These facts were laid before the company, 
and it was decided to abandon the appli- 
cation for a renewal of the charter in case 
the court decided the anti-lottery postal 
law constitutional. When the decision came 
the paper was drawn up and given to the 
press. 

Disposes of the Question. 
This disposes of the question of the ex- 
tension of the charter. All the tickets at 
the coming election will be against the 
lottery amendment, and the vote 
will be practically unanimous against 


it. The charter of the company has still. 


two years to run, until January, 1895. The 
company will serve out its charter, as it 
can well do, as it now pays the state a 
bonus of only $40,000 a year. At the end 
of the term it will wind up its affairs and 
retire from business. 

Rumors All Around. 

There have been several propositions to 
move elsewhere, one from Nova Scotia, but 
these will be rejected. It has also been re- 
ported that the Louisiana company would 
purchase the franchises of the Mexican lot- 
very and operate from the other side of the 
Bio Grande, and in consequence of this be-

lief the stock of the Mexican company 
doubled in value today. While it is possi- 
ble that some of the stockholders in the 
present Louisiana State Lottery Company 
may gofinto some of these foreign concerns, 
it will be as individuals only, and the com- 
pany will surrender its charter and liquidate 
when its present charter expires. 
Tom Reed Claims the Credit. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—(Special.] — 
During the proceedings in the house to- 
day, an Associated Press reporter sought 
ex-Speaker Tom Reed, and asked him for 
an expreasion on the supreme court’s de- 
cision suppressing the lottery mail. 

The ex-czar sat down upon one of the large 
sofas in the rear of the hall, and after a 
moment’s consideration said with his char- 
acteristic draw]: 

“The Louisiana lottery’s withdrawal of its 
demand for a new charter is one of the 
triumphs of the fifty-first congress. The 
country will remember the promptness with 
which the house committee on postoftice and 
post roads under the chairmanship of General 
Bingham even before the president’s message 
on the subject was considered, reported the 
bill to deprive the lottery of the use of the 
United States mails, The committee on rules 
very soon after set apart Angust lth for its 
consideration by the house and the bill passed 
that body that day. Now that the supreme 
court has sustained the constitutionality of the 
act even the lottery company recognizes the 
futility of its future existence.” 


THE DEATH OF THE LOTTERY 


Causes Rejoicing in the Legislature of 
Mississippi. 

JACKSON, Miss., February 4,—[Special.]— 
As soon as Speaker Street had rapped for order 
this afternoon, Representative Peyton offered 
the following, which was adopted by a rising 
vote, and amidst great applause: 

Whereas, The house of representatives of the 
State of Mississippi has just learned that the 
Louisianna Lottery Company, which has been 
fighting for a recharter in view of the recent «e- 
cision of the supreme court, shutiing it out of the 
mail, has announced its unconditional withdrawal 
from the contest, therefore be it 

Resolved, That this house, speaking for the 
moral people of this great commonwealth, send 
greetings to the opponents of the lottery in 
Lonisiana and congratulates the country that 
the days of the lottery are numbered.

THE SILVER QUESTION 


Now Before the Supreme Court of the 
District Court of Columbia. 


UNDER THE OLD LAW OF 183), 


Senator Call Confirmed in His Seat 
by His Colleagues. 


MAJORITY OF JOINT CONVENTION ELECTS. 


Tom Watson and His Colleagues An- 
nounce Themselves at War with the 
Democracy, 


WASHINGTON, February 4,.—[{Special.]—In 
the supreme court of the District of Columbia, 
the application for a mandamus to compel the 
mints of the United States tocoin all silver 
presented, was heard today. 

This is a test case under the law of 1837. 
George G. Merrick, who represented the silver 
interests of the west, presented at the Phila- 
delphia mint a bar of silver of the value of 
$500, and insisted that it be coined under the 
act of 1837. This was, of course, refused, and 
the matter was referred to the secretary of the 
treasury, who sustained the refusal. Able 
legal talent today went over the entire case in 
the supreme court of the district, but no de- 
cision has yet been had. 

This case has considerable importance, in 
view of the resolution recently introduced by 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada. The resolution 
was based on the alleged discovery by E. D. 
Stark, of Cleveland, to the effect that the free 
coinage clause in the act of 1837 had 
not been repealed by the acts of 1878 or 1890, 
This same point has been argued before the 
judiciary committees of both houses, and was 
the basis of Judge Wilson’s argument before 
the supreme court of the district today. 

The two committees of congress are now 
awaiting with great interest the decision of 


the court, before disposing of the Stewart res- 


vlution. If the decision should be in favor of 
the petitioners, and should be subsequently 
sustained by the supreme court, it will settle 
the silver question, as the secretary of the 
treasury would be then obliged to coin all sil- 
ver presented, and from the moment of the de- 
cision the mints would be thrown open and 
free coinage would be a reality without fur- 
ther legislation. 
The Florida Senatorship. 

In the senate the report of the committee on 
privileges and elections, in the case of the 
Florida senatorship, declaring Call entitled 
to the seat, was taken up for action, and the 
report read, closing with the sentence: “Ap 
pointment of Davidson was an act of mere 
irrelevancy, which is not necessary further to 
notice.”’ 

Mr. Chandler, member of the committee on 
privileges and elections, stated that the report 
was unanimous, and that the committee had 
wisely concluded that the question was neither 
a political nor personal one, but wasa question 
of constitutional and statutory construction. It 
was whether, in the absence of a quorum of oud 
house of the legislature, provided there was 
a majority of all members of both houses, was 
this sufficient to defeat an election of United 
States senator. That question seemed to be 
settled conclusively in the negative by the 
United States statute. 

T he dissent from the position taken by Mr 
Chandler on the constitutional and statutory 
question involved was the occasion for # long 
legal discussion, in which Messrs. Mitchell, 
Stewart, Gray, Teller, George and Sherman 
took part. There was no contention as to the 
correctness of the resolution reported, but the 
discussion turned simply upon the construc- 
tion of the statute and its constitutionality, 
Mr. Sherman argued thata fair construction 
of the law of congress, on the election of sena- 
tors, was that if the two houses failed to elect 
in separate meeting, then the joint convention 
of the two houses should be held, and a ma- 
jority of that convention, as inthe case of 
Florida, should decide the question. Is made 
no difference, in his opinion, whether a 
quorum of one house was or was not present. 
Finally the resolution was agreed to without 
division. 

The Rules Adopted, 

The debate on the rules came toan end to- 
day, the last move of the opposition being an 
effort on the part of Mr. Reed to substitute 
therefor the rules of the fifty-first congress, 
which was voted down without division. An 
effort to get rid of eulogies on dead members 
was defeated. The house is now ready for the 
transaction of business. 

The Third Party People. 

The third party people have issued a mani- 
festo, declaring their purpose to act together, 
and to avoid the democratic alliancemen. Tom 
Watson, as spokesman for the nine third party 
congressman, says: 

‘‘From the time we first met at Senator 
Pfeffer’s and I was selected as a candidate 
of the people’s party for speaker, there has 
never been any division between the nine 
people’s party congressmen. We have differed 
as to whether it was wise to meet with the 
Livingston conference. Some of us have 
thought it very unwise. 

‘‘All of us now think so, with the possible ex- 
ception of McKerghan. It seems to me that 
where acertain number of congressmen are 
willing to go upon record as saying that they 
will adhere to the Ocala demands, independ- 
ent of either of the old party caucuses, and 
certain congressmen are not willing to goupon 
record as supporting those demands to that ex- 
tent, there is such a vital difference between 
them that squabbles naturally arise, 

‘*Reasons for our belief, and reasons for his, 
need not be discussed here. I simply state 
that where nine gentlemen agree as to certain 
laws, and say they will! fight for those laws, no 
matter what any party says, it is very difficult 
for them to act inconcert with other gentle- 
men who say they are for the democratic party, 
or republican party, first, and these demands 
next. Upon that ground we have ceased to 
meet the Livingston element.’’ 


SHE WILL STAND HER TRIAL. 


The Woman Who Figured in a Sensational 
Scandal Returns to England. 


LONDON, February 4.—Mrs. Florence Ethel 
Osborne, who gained notoriety in her recent 
snit for libel against Major Hargreave and his 
wife, is believed to have returned to England 
with the intention of standing trial upon the 
charge of perjury growing out of her testi- 
mony in the libel trial. A warrant for her 
arrest has been in the hands of the police ever 
since the conclusion of that trial. Mrs. 
Osborne escaped '0o Spain and has for some 
time been at Lrun.

ADRIFT AT SEA. 


The Norwegian Bark Florida Abandoned 
by Her Captain and Crew. 


Lonpon, February 4.—The White Star line 
steamer Britannic, Captain Smith, from New 
York January 27th, for Liverpool, arrived at 
Queenstown today. They reported on Feb- 
ruary 2d that she signaled the British steamer 
Vicworia, Captain Gray, from Philadelphia 
January 19th, for Hamburg. The latter ves- 
sel reported that she had on board the crew of 
the Norwegian bark Florida, Captain Ellefsen, 
fron Pascagoula December 21st, for Dordre- 
cent. 

The Florida is the vessel whose crew, 
shortiy after leaving Pascagoula, mutinied, 
compelling the captain to put into Havana. 
Her Norwegian consul instructed the captain 
to place his crew in irons and procure a new 
set of men to work the vessel to Dordrescent. 
This was done and the vessel proceeded. 
The next heard of the Florida was that she 
was seen abandoned, some of her sails were 
set and she was slowly sailing along, @ menace 
to navigation. She had sustained some little 
damages, but those who saw her sayit was 
apparently such as would warrant her aban- 
donment. Many conjectures have been in- 
dulged as to why her officers and crew, with 
men inirons numbering some fifty persons, 
should have left her. 


Is This the Florida? 


. New York, February 4.—The_ British 
steamer Peassey, from Liverpool January 7th, 
arrived at Sandy Hook today. She reports 
having had heavy gales from southwest to 
northwest during the greater part of the pass- 
age. On January 30th, at 9 o'clock a, m., she 
passed a full rigged ship in ballast, with sig- 
nals of distress flying, apparently the Norwe- 
giane nsigu, the union down, A tramp steamer 
with yellow funnel and square sailyard, 
was in attendance, so the Peassey didn’t stop. 
She later observed the steamer leaving the 
ship bound east, the signals still flying. The 
ship was drifting about, apparently aban- 
doned.

RUMORS OF TROUBLE IN PARIS 


Cause Stocks to Take a Tumble in European 
Financial Centers. 


Lonpon, February 4.—Dispatches from 
European financial circles state that all the 
bourses were depressed today in consequence 
of the reports in Paris relative to the troubles 
of some large financial house in that city. The 
shares of the Bank of Paris dropped 40 
francs and the shares of Credit Foncier 25 
francs today. 

A Times Paris correspondent says: ‘What 
originated the panic was a suspension of the 
negotiations of the Ottoman bank with the 
Swiss Banking syndicate, for the creation of 
an eastern stocks trust. Then came the 
rumor of the arrest of a banker and the affair 
turned out to be merely a matter of 
deticits in an industrial enterprise guaranteed 
by the family of the inculpated manager.”’ 


The Pope Is Entitied to Property. 

PAkIS, February 4.—In the case of the disputed 
rights of the late Marquise Plessus to make the 
pope her univesal legatee, the court today decided 
that in spite of the evidence of 1870, and the abo- 
lition of temporal power, the pope isa sovereign 
and is entitled to property in France like other 
sovereigns. 
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Cardinal Manning’s Will. 

LONDON, February 4.—The will of the late Car- 
dinal Manning was opened today. It shows he 
possessed less than one hundred pounds, which 
was in consols, and a collection of books. This 
fact speaks louder than words in showing the 
benevolence of the cardinal. The will contains 
no statement of public interest.

The First National of Silver City and the 
First National of Deming Go Under. 


DEMING, N. M., February 4.—Under orders 
from Comptroller of Currency Lacey, National 
Bank Examiner Lazarahas closedthe doors 
of the First National bank, of Silver City, 
and the First National bank, of Deming. 
The two institutions are under control of 
the same president, C. H. Dane, of this city, 
and the stockholders are largely identical. 
The suspension was totally unexpected and 
cauved much excitement. There is strong 
confidence among business men that the banks 
will pay all creditors in full. 

So strong was this sentiment that within 
thirty minutes after the suspension became 
known a large meeting was held in the opera 
house, attended by all the representative men 
of town. Kesolutions were unanimously 
adopted expressing entire confidence in the 
solvency of the institution and stating that if 
the present management was continued all 
claims would undoubtedly be satistied. This 
action tended considerably to allay public 
alarm.

THE FARMERS MERT. 


The Spalding County Agriculturists As- 
sembled Yesterday. 


10 HEAR DR WHITE TALK 


As Well as His Friend, Hon. J. B. 
Hunnicutt, 


WHO SPEAKS ABOUT THE FARM, 


And the Best and Most Hffective Way to 
Make It Profitable, as Well as 
Pleasant. 


GriFFin, Ga, February 4.—[Special.}—Dr. 
H. C. White, state chemist, and Rev. J. B. 
Hunnicutt, of the agricultural college, who 
are making a tour of the state in the interest 
of scientific farming, held an institute here 
today. 

Fully 1,000 people met these distinguished 
gentlemen, and there was great interest mani- 
fested in their work. 

Dr. White Talks. 

Colonel R. J. Redding, of the experimental 
farm, introduced Dr. White, who madé an 
exceedingly interesting farm talk of forty 
minutes. After thanking Judge Boynton for 
the courtesy of adjourning court in order to 
allow him and his colleagues the use of the 
courthouse, Dr. White said: 

‘*We are on a campaign of education.”” Some 
might ask why they were here, and this was 
his answer: “Agriculture of all arts requires 
the broadest education. When you go out 
from your alliance lodges, after hearing theories 
advanced on economy, the best modes of 
farming, and return to your own homes, it is 
here that you realize the necessity for 
this broad education, for you are then 
on your own resources; must act 
for yourself, put these theories in practice and 
watch for the results, changing the practice of 
one thing to something elseif your expecta- 
tions are not realized. 

“This is the kind of education needed to 
make your profession 2 money-making one. 

‘It is our business to acquaint ourselves 
with the theories of the most advanced farm- 
ers of the world, which we are doing, and by 
coming into your midst, and repeating these 
we hope to make these red hills 
of Georgia blossom with clover, while the 
valleys yield the produce to fill your granaries 
and pockets."’ 

Dr. White continued on this line at length, 
using principally the arguments and illustra- 
tions reported from Newnan on Tuesday. 
He paid his respects to commercial fertilizers, 
and asked the question: ‘‘Is it cheaper to buy 
them or plant peas and clover to furnish the 
solubles for our soil ?’’ 

He answered the question, fully showing 
that the mode used at present was not the 
best. Continuing he said: 

“Cotton would make us a rich people, but 
for it to do so we must first learn 
to cultivate it on scientific principles, and not 
spend it before it is planted. A cow was the 
best fertilizer factory the country afforded.”’ 

Concluding his remarks, Dr. White asked 
the farmers to send their boys to the uni- 
versity, that they might be taught how to 
farm, stating it was theirs anyway, and that 
Griffin came near getting the agricultur@l col- 
lege located at the experimental farm last 
year. 

Dr. Hunnicutt Appears. 

Dr. Hunnicutt followed, dwelling principally 
on the slipshod methods of the average 
farmer’s work. He said the former preju- 
dice which existed against scientific farming 
had been shaken, and they hoped to give it a 
hard shake heretoday, if they didn’t en- 
tirely eradicate it. He impressed the neces- 
sity of deep plowing, furnishing wonderful 
statistics of the depth to which roots of plant 
went into the earth. 

“What about the subtreasury?” 
a voice from back in the audience, 
but he got no answer, except 
indirectly, when Dr. Hunnicutt said theirs 
was not a politica) mission. 

Commissioner of Agriculture R. T. Nesbitt 
and Colonel RK. J. Redding each made short 
and interesting talks on farm topics. At the 
conclusion of the meeting a county institute 
was created with Colonel R. J. Redding as 
chairman of the organization.

ASSAULTED HIS SON 


And He Is Now Locked Up at the Police 
Station. 

Patrolman R. E. Cunningham was last 
night arrested and a warrant sworn out 
against him for assault with intent to murder. 

His wife swore it out in behalf of one of her 
sons, Will Cunningham, the well-known as- 
sistant teller at the Atlanta National bank. 

Yesterday afternoon about 5 o’clock Cun- 
ningham wentto Captain Wright and aske:l 
for assistance in making an arrest. The cap- 
tain had no idea who the parties were that 
were wanted by the patrolman, and gave him 
permission to use two of the men on the even- 
ing watcli. 

Cunningham went to Branan and Dukes, 
and with them started out Spring street. 

He and his family live at the corner of 
Spring and Fourth. At a vacant lot near 
there.Cunningham stopped and asked the offi- 
cers to wait. 

Presently two neatly dressed young men 
walked across the field, and he informed 
Dukes and Branan that they were the parties 
wanted, and asked that they be put under ar- 
rest. They were quickly seized by the patrol- 
men, but stood in utter astonishment and in- 
quired into the cause. 

They were Cunningham’s two sons, who 
had just come from the Atlanta National, 
where they are employed. 

As they stood there in the grasp of the 
policemen, the father, himself an officer on 
duty, advanced to William, the younger son, 
and, before the two patro!men couid divine 
his purpose, struck him twice over the head 
with a heavy wire stick. 

The wound wasan ugly one. The young 
men were brought to the station house, how- 
ever, charged by their father -with disorderly 
conduct. Mr. Robert Cunningham, the older 
one, is bookkeeper at the Atlanta National, 
and a young man with a most excellent repn- 
tation. He stated that their father was angry 
because the two boys refused to turn over their 
wages to him; that they had not given their 
earnings up because the money was needed to 
aid their mother in the support of the family.

MORE MONEY — 


Is What Postmaster Lewis Needs to Im- 
prove the Office Facilities, 


AN INSPECTOR’S SECRET OBSERVATORY 


Is One of the Proposed Additions—Federa} 
Court News—Moonshiners Captured, 
That Long Expected Elevator, 


Postmaster Lewis has sent a request to 
Senator Colquitt foran additional appropriation 
to complete the work of arranging and equip- 
ping the postofiice. 

There seems to have been some misunder- 
standing about the amount of the original ap- 
propriation. It was thought that a suflicient 
sum had been appropriated to fully complete 
the work, but it has given out long before the 
work is finished. 

Some time ago Postmaster Lewis filed with 
Custodian Wimbush a plan for additional 
furniture, equipments and furnishings for 
the postoftice, which were nade necessary by 
certain improvements and changes in the ar- 
rangements in theorder of business which 
was proposed. ‘The plan was duly sent to 
Washington for approval anda request for 
the money to be thus expended. A 
reply came that there was left remaining 
of the money = appropriated for the 
improvements of the Atlanta federal build- 
ings, only $5.22, and that the plan of improve- 
inents would have to be remodeled and made 
to correspond With the very modest amount of 
funds on hand. 

The postmaster was compelled to have some 
additional screens and other smaller attach- 
ments at once, amounting in round numbers 
to $300, and this amount was called for and re- 
ceived, This is, however, only @ commence- 
ment of the improve'nents that General Lewis 
proposes to wake inthe postoffice, and that 
the facilities for handling the increased busi- 
ness necessitates. 

So another appropriation of about five thou- 
sand dollars has been asked for. 

Senator Colquitt has been furnished witha 
plan of the proposed improvements and ad- 
ditions to the oftice, and the amount re- 
quired for their purchase and construction, 
with a request to urge the appropriation 
thereof. In the meantime the postmaster is 
devoting considerable time to an investiga- 
tion that will probably reveal for what pur- 
pose so large a portion of the other appropria- 
tion was used. 

Some of the Improvements. 


One of the additions to the postoflice which 
is included in General Lewis’s plan is a secret 
observatory in which a postofiice inspector can 
conceal himself and see at a glance everything 
that is going on in the postoftice without being 
discovered. 

It will be so arranged that every employe of 
the postoffice can be watched at once without 
knowing when the silent eye is on guard. This 
is entirely an original idea, and its results will 
be watched with interest by the public and 
einployes of the office. 

A number of new boxes will be putin and 
several changes in the arrangement of the de- 
partments will be made. The work will be 
separated into more distinct departments, and 
the entire facilities thereof greatly increased, 
and the responsibility correspondingly mod- 
ified. 

Mail Route Extension, 


The mail route over the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern railroad will be extended some 
distance within a week. 

It was the intention to have a mail route 
established over the entire line before this 
time, but the failure of the road to get into At- 
lanta has delayed the matter indefinitely, so 
far as the territory betwéen here and Athens 
is concerned. 

The road now handles mail between Monroe, 
N. C., its eastern terminus, and Clinton, 8. 
C,, just outside the Georgia line. A! the pre- 
liminaries have about been arranged for the 
extension of the route withina few days, 
probably within a week, from Clinton to 
Athens. 

All arrangements are being made to extend 
the mail line from Athens to Atlanta just as 
soon as the Georgia, Carolinaand Northern 
cau get into the city. 

Lyons Gone. 


John Lyons, the contractor, left the city 
again yesterday for an indefinite period. 
The work of completing and putting 
into operation the passenger elevator, that 
now stands idle in the building, was turned 
over to a representotive of Ottis Bros., New 
York, from whom the elevator was purchased. 
The elevator will be in operation in afew 
days. 

The custodian received authority from 
Washington yesterday to paint the elevator 
shaft, and add whatever attachments may be 
necessary to make it complete, safe and at- 
tractive. 

Verdict for Plaintiff. 


The jury in the case of Reuben May against 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany that has been on trial in the United 
States circuit court for two days for $10,000, 
brought in a verdict for $3,000 in favor of the 
plaintiff.

And ifthere is one manin the command who 
will say, under his own signature, that there is 
any dissatisfaction among any of the men who 
compose the active membership of the company, 
the Gate City Guard will buy == and 
present to the man who wroie the 
Herald article, a gold medal and have engraved 
thereon these words: ‘This medal commemorates 
the accidental discovery of.the first accurate re- 
porter found in the history of the world.” 

The Guard deny with dynamic emphasis that

Thirty-Five Per Centin the Nussbauin 
Case—The Van & Wallace Assign- 
ment—Other News. 


Macon, Ga., February 4.—{Special.]—Peo- 
pie always love to read about dollars and 
cents. Tiere are a few tigures that are inter- 
esting: ‘Tax Collector Jones has collected 
about one hundred and seventy thousand dol- 
lars of state and county taxes, and has remit- 
ted the amount to the proper authorities. 
The taxpayers of the city of 
Macon and county of Bibb are still due abouts 
forty thousand dollars, which he will proceed 
to promptly collect. He has collected already 
about two thousand five hundred dollars in 
poll taxes. 

Ordinary Wiley has been very busy today 
paying pensions of $100 to confederate widows. 
He paid out today about four thou- 
sand five hundred dollars. The total 
amount to be paid “in Bibb 
county, according tothe applications filed, is 
$6,600. A widow who received her $100 today 
yas so delighted that she immediately went to 
one of the orphan homes of the city where her 
child is staying and tried to take the child 
out, but the authorities of the home would not 
allow the child to leave. 

Much new money is being circulated in the 
city, and then there is more to come, from 
hitherto new sources, to-wit: There is the 
widows’ pensions amounting to $6,600; the di- 
rect tax money, $18,000; and the- pensions of 
ex-confederate veterans amounting to $4,000, 
or a total of about thirty thousand dollars, 


Thirty-Five Per Cent. 

Macon, Ga., February 4.—[Special.]—Some 
time ago the large wholesale ary goods house 
of M. Nussbaum & Co. failed and was put in 
the hands of Receiver Glover. Since then he 
has collected $104,000 and deposited the 
same in bank subject to £Ethe 
order of the court. Judge Miller passed an 
order today to pay creditors 10 per cent cash of 
their claims, and 25 per cent will be paid in 
notes. It is thought that the business of M. 
Nussbaum & Co. will soon be out of the hands 
ofa receiver, and the firm can again start in 
commercial life with smooth sailing.

ARE YOU DEMOCRATS? 


Asks Macon County's Executive Committee 
Signatures Called For. 


OGLETHORPE, Ga., February 4.—[{Special.] 
The executive committee of the democratic 
ee. of Macon county met at this place to- 

ay and elected Dr. R. O. Engram chairman, 
to fill the place of Captain F. T. Snead, de- 
ceased. The vacancies made on the committee 
by the death of Captain Snead and Dr. Dykes 
were filled by electing Hon. 8S. T. Lofley and 
Major D. F. Booten members of the com- 
mittee. 

In the last issue of The Macon County Citi- 
zen =there = appeared an article intimat- 
ing that there was a member of the 
executive committee who was af- 
tiliating with another party and making 
utterances inimical to the welfare of the demo- 
cratic party. After calling the committe’s at- 
tention to the editorial, Dr. Engram intro- 
duced a resolution expressive of the feeling of 
the committee on that point, viz: 

Whereas an editorial having appeared in The 
Macon County Citizen intimating that a member 
of this committee was afliliating with another 
party, and making public utterances inimical and 
detrimental to the welfare of the democratic 
party; therefore be it 

Resolved, Thatany member of the executive 
cominittee of the democratic party who is guilty 
of said charges and still retains or attempts to re- 
tain his position upon said committee, is guilty of 
double entente and acts unbecoming a true 
democrat; therefore 

We, the members of the committee, believing 
these charges unanswered would be a_ reflec- 
tion upon us as democrats and honorable citizens, 
state here, above ourown individual signatures, 
that so far as these charges refer to us individually 
as democrats and members of this commitiee, they 
are untrue, 

There was not all of the members present at 
the meeting, but those present attached their 
signatures to the resolution, and instructed the 
secretary to ask each member to sign it who 
was not present. 

It is said that members who do not set them- 
selves aright as to their democracy wil! be 
dealt with summarily. I asked Dr. Engram 
what the object of having the signatures at- 
tached was for. He said that it was to permit 
the individual members to set themselves 
aright upon the charges; also to let the demo- 
crats of Macon county know whether they had 
democrats upon the committee or not. ‘I sup- 
pose,’’ said he, ‘“‘that the democrats of Macon 
county want nothing but democrats upon the 
committee, and itis the duty of the members 
of that committee tolet them know where 
they stand, especially after charges have been 
made that there were members on it that were 
not democrats. This is the only object of the 
resolution, and I hope every member will 
sign it,’’ 


A BUSY COURT IN GREENE. 


A Murder Trial, Several Felonies and a 
Number of Important Civil Cases. 


GREENESBORO, Ga., February 4.—[Special.! 
The spring term of the superior court convenes 
next Monday, and the indications are that it 
will be a busy week. The civil docket is un- 
usually heavy, and a number of cases of con- 
siderable importance and involving some 
money, aS well as numerous points of law, 
will be up.

A Meeting in Waycross in That Interest—A 
Branch Manufactory. 

Waycross, Ga., February 4.—[Special.]— 
A meeting of citizens assembled last 
night to. talk over the prospective to- 
bacco growing in this section. The meet- 
ing was called to order by Henry W. 
Reed. D.G. Devenish, of Oxford, N. C., and 
D. A. Waters, of Philadelphia, were present 
and addressed the meeting. They represent 
Snow’s modern barn system of raising and 
curing tobacco. They have visited Florence, 
S. C., where the results of a few years of to- 
bacco growing have proved so successful. 
‘They say our soil will grow the finest quality 
of bright, not having seen any better adapted 
lands anywhere. It is proposed to have a 
branch manufactory for Waycross, if the in- 
ducement to the tobacco barn company can be 
made available. The question of tobacco rais- 
ing is being extensively discussed in this sec- 
tion, and the present year will doubtless 
establish the beginning of what is to be a large 
acreage. Some forty acres will be planted 
adjacent to Waycross. Mr. Waters expressed 
himself highly pleased With Waycross. Fif- 
teen years ago he stated/ that he had camped 
here under a torch light, while today he ad- 
dressed acity of advanced ideas and material 
wealth. He said he was astonished at the 
snap and go of our péople.

The Cause of the Decrease in 


Prices. 


SAVANNAH DEALERS GIVE _ REASONS 


Why the Prices Have Gone Down—There 
Is Hope for the Future, When the 
Facts Become Known. 
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SAVANNAH, Ga., February 4.—[Special.]— 
The prevailing low prices of naval stores, and 
the downward tendency of the market, have 
caused much talk among those interested in 
that industry. 

In the last few days the price of rosin has 
dropped 15 cents a barrel on lower grades. At 
present, E and below are quoted at $1. One 
year ago they were quoted at $1.30. On 
higher grades prices were equally as low, 
water white, the highest grade, being quoted 
at $3.90, against $4.25 last year. The price of 
spirits of turpentine is also down. On this date 
last year the quotation was 38 cents per gallon. 
Today it is 31% cents. 

This difference of 6} cents per gallon means 
a decrease in value per cask of $3.12. 

Investments in Timber. 

The factors say that during the past year or 
two the producers and factors have invested 
large amounts of money in timber, and it 
is now being worked. At present prices 
working expenses can be met, and a small 
profit made. Atthe same time the original 
capital is being eaten into. They do not ex- 
pect the present low prices to continue, and 
when they pick up there will be enough profit 
to meet all the expenses and enable the pro- 
ducers to provide for the purchase of new tim- 
ber when that now boing worked is exhausted. 
There is no reason to view the future with 
dread. The next season will find the con- 
sumption increased. 

Statistics show that every year the demand 
grows. The output from the Savannah dis- 
trict will be larger than ever before. In the 
Wilmington and Charleston district, there,will 
be a decrease, which will probably offset our 
increase. The world’s supply, as a result, wil, 
not be increased to meet the increased demand] 
and good prices will result. Exporters at- 
tribute the low prices of rosin to the tem- 
porary cutting off of the demand from the 
Baltic provinces. Last year it was announced 
that the Russian government intended to in- 
crease the import duty. 

The Dealers Have Stocked Up. 

The dealers there at once began to stock up, 
and accumulated a large supply, sufticient to 
carry them over this season. Last 
year in January, February and 
March, 5,000 barrels were shipped from Savan- 
nah tothe Baltic ports. This year nothing 
has been sent there. They are stocked up, and 
have neither money nor disposition to buy any 
more. The cutting off of this demand has 
naturally had some éffect on the market, Then 
the receipts at this port have been greatly in 
excess of the receipts for any previous season. 
Outside parties havé accepted this as an indica- 
tion that the production this season would be 
larger than usual, and the market suffers as a 
result, 

Where They Were Mistaken. 

In this they were mistaken. They failed to 
take into consideration the great falling off in 
receipts at Charleston and Wilmington, which 
almost offset the increase here. The statistics 
of ports where accurate figures are kept show 
that up to January Ist there was a total in- 
crease in receipts of 16,000 barrels of 
turpentine, or only about 5 percent. Thisis 
an apparent, not an actual, increase. Last 
season considerable was shipped west by the 
Standard Oil Company. This year the parties 
who sold to it then are shippiug their product 
into Savannah. The increase in receipts is 
hardly 2) per cent. That is not enough to 
justify the belief that overproduction is the 
cause. Theincreasein the rosin supply isabout 
the same per cent as with turpentine. 


An Lllegal Election. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., February 4.—[Special.}—The 
much-talked-of contested election case of Och- 
locknee has been decided. Judge Hansell has not 
yet rendered his decision, but he stated tonight 
that he would announce the election illegal. The 
wet and dry question was the issue. Tne decision 
will necessitate holding another election.

In the Land of Cotton. 

The condition of King Cotton’s subjects is 
beginning to attract attention everywhere, — 
in The St. Louis Globe-Democrat’s issne 


of last Monday eight columus are devoted to | 


interviews with southern congressmen con- 
cerning the cotton outlook, 

Very conilicting views are expressed by 
these leading southerners. Some hold that 
10 cents is a living price for cotton, while 
others say that 8 cents would be profitable. 
Some point to free trade as the remedy, 
while others advocate a reduced output of 
cotton, and diversified crops. Nearly all 
favor the expansion of the Parrency. 

According to our way of thinking, Con- 
gressman Livingston, of Georgia, gets it 
down about right, when he says that our 
farmers will be forced to cut down produc- 
tion, not becanse an 8,000,000 bale crop is 
too large for the world’s needs, but because 
people are too poor to buy, and have to go 
half-naked in the large cities of this country 
and Europe. We must lessen production or 
increase consumption, Mr. Livingston says 
that in order to do the latter, we must reduce 
the tax on cotton and increase the circulating 
medium. Never mind about the per capita 
wealth of the country. The south has to 
get her money in driblets from the east and 
pay a heavy interest. In October, Novem- 
ber and December she needs $100 where she 
gets $1, and in June she can get along with 
$1 where she needs $100 in the other months 
named. The west begins to handle her 
products just when the south is ready to 
move her crop. So there is adouble drain 
on the money of the country. The volume 
of currency is not suflicient for the demands 
of business. With enough money to handle 
the crop, the commission and fees that now 
go to bankers and speculators would make 
quite a respectable margin for the farmer. 
As it is, the planters will be forced to reduce 
production, though what is really needed is 


the increase of consumption, 


Congressman Join Allen, of Mississippi, 
has this to say: 

The immediate cause of the depression is evi- 
dentiy the low price of cotton. And 1 have no 
doubt that the low price is the resuit of overpro- 
fluction of the great staple. I know | am. getting 
into controverted ground now, and that we have 
inour midst a anew school of theorists, who i:mag- 
ine themselves statesmen, who object to the term 
overproduction. They insist that there is no such 
thing as overproduction. They contend it is un- 
derconsumption. I will not stickle about the 
terms. Nor do I mean to say that the worid does 
not need, or that it ought not to use, a!! our cotton 
and pay good prices forit. But what | mean by 
overproduction 1s that we are producing more cot- 
ton than the world is consuming. And the conse- 
quence is that we are accumulating a sirplus 
which is depressing the price until it is below the 
actual cost of production. For instance, I feel 
sure that if we had produced in the south in the 
last two years 14,000,000 bales instead of the 
17,000,000 we did produce, it would have brought 
us more money than the 17,000,000 bales. The 
labor and expense of producing the extra 
300,000,000 bales in. the two years were 
mere than thrown away. Think of what the 
labor and expense of making 1,500,000 bales of 
cotton annually might have produced if turned in 
sone other direction. The 3,000,000 surplus bales 
were that much more than the world was willing 
to pay remunerative prices for. It made an ex- 
cess that is depressing the price of the whole. 
And so I say that we have made at the rate of 
1,500,000 bales too much each year for the last two 
vears. 

i do not mean to say that overproduction is the 
only cause forthe depression among out cotton 
growers. Ithink that thisis the main cause of 
the low price of cotton now, and that this low 
price is very discouraging to our people. I think 
there are many other causes that have contributed 
argely to bring them to their present condition. 
. think the financial tariff of the republican party, 
rider which we have been operat ingg for years, 
nd the protective policy and governngrental ex- 
travagance have also contributed largely to bring 
our people to the condition in which we find them 
today, These causes have helped largely to get 


the people into debt. Then the planters have tried 


to raise big crops of cotton to pay their debts, but 
the result is that 6-cent cotton puts them deeper 
in. Ido not believe thata large majority of our 
cotton raisers have exercised the best management 
or judgment, butthey have been poorly situated 
to manage well. Cotton has been their money 
crop, and they needed money to pay their obliga- 
tions, and in honestly trying to do for the best 
they have turned ont badly. 

As to the remedy, I really believe good will 
come to our section, especially to our farmers, 
who live on their Jands and work themselves and 
their families. The very necessity of the case will 
force our people to avail themselves of the advant- 
ages of their splendid climate and soil. The 
south will bea great country when our people 
raise all they can raise for their own consumption 
on their farms. Southern farmers will then make 
cotton their surplus crop. They will then have 
more money and need jess, Iam sorry our people 
have to pass through such an ordeal of bank- 
ruptcy to arrive at this, but the exigencies of the 
case will force it on them, 


Of the two views here presented, we be- 
lieve that a majority of the people of the 
south and west will prefer those of Mr. 
Livingston. The remedy he points out: em- 


_ braces financial relief, as well as a change in 


our agricultural system. Ina general way 
this is a fair statement of the wants and 
wishes of our people.

Colonel Thomas H. Carter. 

In the departure today of Colonel 
Thomas H. Carter, ex-commissioner of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, Atlanta loses a gentleman of conspicu- 
ous ability. Colonel Carter goes to Wash- 
ington, where he will make his home. He 
resumes his old position of chairman of the 
association's board of arbitration, which 
he uilled for several years prior to his ap- 
pointment as commissioner in 1888. 

Taking the direction of the association at 
& critical moment in its life, when it had 
been weakened by the withdrawal of sev- 
eral important lives, Colonel Carter so ad- 
ministered its affairs that the body steadil y 
grew stronger and became such a factor in 
southern transportation that the seceding 


times have come back, bringing new ones 
—bearing gifts, as it were. 

Colonel Carter’s service to the association 
was signally successful. Those who were 
brought in contact with him never met a 
courtlier gentleman. He has many friends 
in Atlanta who esteem him highly and re- 
gret his departure. Their kindest wishes 
follow him. 


An Anti-Tobacco Editor. 

The editor of The Banks County Gazette 
is the bitterest anti-tobacco man in this part 
of the country. 

He stoutly opposes the agricultural com- 
missioner’s suggestion of tobacco as a meney 
crop, and says: 

We suggest that the people rise up in their 
voting power and crush out the bureau, and send 
to the chaingang the man who would encourage 
the growth of a weed that isso damning in its na- 
ture, not only tothe land of our state, which 1s 
certainly a consideration, but to the human 
family. 

Why should we resort to the murdering of our 
brothers and sisters to regainour lost fortunes ? 
Are we to prosper by the destruction of one an- 
other? Why not all of us go intothe manufacture 
of dynamite and blow our neighbors into eternity, 
and stop rearing into the country a race deformed 
and aftlicted ? 

Not satisfied with this warfare of extermina- 
tion against the commissioner and his de- 
partment, the Banks county editor expresses 
the fear that tobacco culture would wreck 


the health of the farmer and his family, and. 


send his church and his spirituality to the 
devil. Instead of such temporary relief as 
the tobacco crop would afford, our contem- 
porary sugyvests that the farmers bind them- 
selves together in a mighty host and demand 
of congress a cireulating medium that will 
meet the wants of business, 

Notwithstanding this lurid proclamation, 
our commissioner of agriculture will probably 
continue the business at the same old stand. 
If some people. regard tobacco as an evil, 
there are millions whoregard it as a comfort. 
Our farmers are full-grown men, and they 
can distinguish between what is sensible and 
what is cranky. Most of them use tobacco 
in some form, and if they can grow it profit- 
ably they are going to doit. Tobacco will 
fill their pockets long before congress will, 
and will dotheir souls and_ bodies far less 
harm than results from crankism in religion, 
morals, politics and business. 

Tobacco has made thousands of families 
in Virginia and North Carolina wealthy and 
happy, and if they are either physical or 
moral wrecks the world has never found 
it out.

Brains Are the Best Fertilizer. 

There is undoubted truth in this old say- 
ing, and it is with profound satisfaction that 
thoughtful people will view the organized 
effort to educate the farmers up to the prac- 
tice of scientific agriculture. The declara- 
tion that intellectual power must return to 
the farm, is the ultimatum of success, It is 
the condition upon which genuine prosperity 
will be Manage all other industries 
as best we may, we but mitigate the situa- 
tion so long as agriculture languishes, and 
agriculture will continue to languish so long 
as it lingers behind the progressive spirit of 
an age which has eagerly availed itself of the 
fruits of scientific research in every other 
branch of industry. 

There is much in Dr. White’s remark that, 
of all pursuits, farming requires educated 
intelligence, as also in his additional reflec- 
tion that it makes for the greatness and 
glory of the country that the vast body of its 
people shouldbe engaged in a business which 
throws the reéponsibility of management 
upon every man engaged in it. Farmers are 
proprietors, and the responsibility of man-

success or satisfaction, they must have train- 


ing and education; they must know how to | 


make the best use of resources which Provi- 
dence has placed within their reach. The

gap between good and bad farming is greater 


than that between competence and incom- 
petence in almost any other walk of life. 
Nature bends her energies to man’s service in 
a marvelous way when once he has learned 
to touch the springs by which she moves, 
but she is obdurate with a stranger. There 
is enough in the service to employ the minds 
of the ablest scientists of the age. Indeed, 
they have only made a beginning in the 
study of plani life, and the multitude of 
conditions of climate, soil and environment 
which effect the result make problems large 
enough to engage the greatest ‘intellect. 
Why then, have the bright boys left the 
farm? Why have merchandise, manufac- 
turing, transportation and finance so largely 
absorved the intellectual strength of the 
business world? It is because of an unseen 
but inexorable law of centripetal force, 
which for nearly a century has been drawing 
population, wealth and talent to the cities. 
This congestion has already become a 
tragedy; it has come to the pass that a large 
part of the agricultural community, almost 
too poor to stay on the farm, dread to enter 
the overcrowded cities for fear of encounter- 
ing a more grievous form of poverty, which 
not only pinches the body and distresses the 
mind, but debanches the morals. The ex- 
treme limit of congestion seems to have been 
reached, and a reaction has setin. Humanity 
bleeds in the great cities, and there the cry 
is, ‘tto the fields!’’ The bitter cry of out- 
cast London has given way to a hopeful 
sound of relief, and the cry has been taken 
up in crowded centers of population the 
world over, ‘‘to the fields! to the fields!’’ 

But it will be useless to goto the fields 
with the old methods. Agriculture must be 
abreast of the times if it draws to itself the 
best blood of the country. That above all 
things isto bedesired. Inthe country there 
isroom for originality. There last of all, will 
the rugged individual go down under the 
communistic wave. It may sweep over him, 
but his very individuality will break its 
force and rise a landmark above it. ‘There 
is virtue in the open air, and inspiration in 
the fragrant breath of the fields; there is 
profound harmony in the sights and sounds 
which first impress the senses of the country 
lad. Nature seems to stamp upon him her 
own consistency and her own earnestness, 
The farmer ought to be a natural scientist, 
tor he is more with nature and more directly 
dependent upon her than any other member 
of society. Scientific agriculture is a pur- 
suit worthy of the noblest intellect.

MR. PAGE'S POWER 


To Sweep the Chords of the Human Heart. 
A Rare Treat. 


IT WAS A DELIGHTFUL ENTERTAINMENT, 


The Old Virginia Darky Personified to 
Perfection—A Chaste and Beautiiul 
Introduction. 


Mr. Page’s audience enjoyed arare treat 
last night. To say that he held their atten- 
tion does not suggest the fact. They hung 
upon his words, laughing, crying and applaud- 
ing as he ran the gamut from humor to pathos. 

From the time when he first opened his 
mouth, the reader had the sympathy and ad- 
miration of his hearers. His introductory 
talk,in which he gave the real history of 
$Marse Chan,"’ the incident upon which the 
story was founded, made his way easy to the 
hearts of his audience. It was the story of a 
backwoods Georgia girl, whose lover was in 
the army. She had coquetted with him and 
let him go to the war without éncouragement, 
but at the last her heart got the better of her 
coquetry,and she wrote him that she had 
really loved him al! along, and if he would get 
a furlough and come home she would marry 
him. Then, seeming to realize that this was 
too great a femptation to put before a man, 
she scrawled a little postscript, in which she 
said, “Don’t come until you get a furlough, 
for I won’t marry you unless you ‘come honor- 
able.’’’ This illiterate scrawl was found on 
the dead body of a soldier who tell fighting in 
the ranks of a Georgia regiment. The story 
was told Mr. Page by the man who found the 
letter, and it so impressed him that he founded 
the story of ‘‘Marse Chan’ upon the incident. 
“It seems tome,” said Mr. Page, “that if 
those who contend that the people of the south 
were drawn into the war by politicians could 
have read this letterin the scrawling hand- 
writing of an illiterate Georgia girl, they 
would see that the great conflict originated 
with the people and was sustained by them.” 

With this came a hearty and unaffected 
tribute to southern womanhood, given in 
genuine good taste, and it was appreciated and 
applauded. 

Then Mr. Page went at once into the read- 
ing of ‘‘Marse Chan.”’ To say that his per- 
sonification of the old Virginia darky was 
natural, but feebly expresses the perfection 
with which, by word, gesture, look and in- 
tonation, he made the imaginary picture as 
lifelike as flesh and blood. Mr. Page’s read- 
ing has often been compared to James Whit- 
comb Riley’s recitations. Nothing else will 
even suggest the effectiveness of the perform- 
ance. Reading isa misnomer. True, he holds 
a book in his hand, but you rarely see it; you 
see the old darkv who is talking. The rich, 
musical and exquisitely modulated voice, the 
rare enunciation of words, carrying the lowest 
tones to the remotest corner of the room, 
the utter abandon and sel f-forget- 
fulness of the reader, all go to 
make the vocal presentation of the piece a 
revelation. The story is one of such inherent 
power and pathos that it is no wonder its 
author was made famous by it. Even the 
reader in his study can see that it combines 
the skill of an artist in its portrayals, with the 
power of a dramatist in its moving parts; but 
the whole thing bursts upon you with new 
force when once you have heard the author 
give his interpretation. The common exclam- 
ation of those who heard the reading expresses 
it better in one word than could be done here 
inahundred. Asthey saidof it in passing 
out, ‘lt was great.’’ 

Mr. Page’s second piece, ‘‘Pulaski’s Tuna- 
ment,”’isof an entirely different character. 
It isa curious mixture of the humorous and 
the grotesque. Itis full of situations ludicrous 
in themselves, and described in language so 
full of a queer, explosive humor, that the only 
adequate response is side-splitting laughter. 

There is somethingin the piece that sug- 
gests the trials and tribulations of the Pick- 
wick Club, although there is an entirely differ- 
ent class of subjects. 

The music consisted of good old southern 
airs, appropriate to the occasion. The andi- 
ence, be it said with due respect, was also ap- 
propriate to the occasion. By happy coinci- 
dence, Dr. J. William Jones sat in a front 
seat, where he could catch the full force of a 
happy allusion to the old south and a beauti- 
ful tribute to General Lee. There were many 
Virginians in the audience, and for once all 
were Virginians in the spirit.

Mr. W. 8. Wilson, who has just returned from a 
two-week’s'trip among the {sawmills in southwest 
Georgia, talks interestingly about the state of 
trade as he finds it. “I am somewhat ‘bullish’ on 
luinber and ‘bearish’ on coal, he said yesterday. 
“During my recent trip I was very much im- 
pressed with the great destruction of pine timber 
and the remarkabie waste gat all sawmills. 
gia buys bamdreds of cars of sash, doors and 
blinds every year from the east and west made of 
white pine. Now, every sash and blind that 
money is sent out of this state to buy can be 
made right here at the Jsawmills in Georgia, out 
of the slabs and waste thatare burned in a fire 
that never goes out. Very little additional ma- 
chinery would doall this work. Glass for the 
sash can be manufactured here in Georgia, orim- 
ported via Savannah and Brunswick by the ship- 
load. By the way, wherever the railroads have 
guit discriminating against townsjon coal freights, 
manufacturies are constantly increasing. Griffin 
and Newnan ara most conspicuous in 
advancement, while the good little 
town ot Senoia is suffering by the 
Richmond and Danville people charging 40 
cents per ton more to stop a car of coal routed 
from Rome to Senoia than it does to haui the 
same car twenty miles further, to Griffin. A 
laboring man or manufacturer in Barnesville or 
Forsyth pays the Richmond and Danville railway 
50 cents per ton more for his Jellico coal than if 
the road hauled it onto Macon. We believe coal 
will get cheaper because 80 many new mines are 
being opened in Alabama and Tennessee, and so 
much more machinery is being usedin the mining 
of coal. We believe lumber will advance in price 
because the present mill prices are below the cost 
of production. Isawone mill cutting car sills 
sixiy feet long for $15 per thousand feet, while 
another mill, for the same timber, received $27.50. 
The sills are well worth $45. Shingles that usually 
bring $2.50 per thousand at the mills now sell for 
$1.75. The only mills that are getting good prices 
are the large ones or those who have enough 
money torun on without looking to their daily 
output for funds toexist on. [expect to se@ the 
day, before many years, that Georgia yellow pine 
will fetch a8 high a price as walnut once brought, 
and that every tree will be taken care of and not 


wasted after it is felled.”

United States Attorney Darnell has received a 
letter from Attorney General Miller, who writes 
that he is informed that the bonds taken in this 
district are insufficient, and he asks that the mat- 
ter be corrected. Acting under this instruccion, 
the district attorney has issued a cirelar 
letter to the Unite! States commissioners 
in this district, calling their attention Ww 
the rule governing the taking of recognizances. 
The district attorney gives it as his opinion that 
prudence requires commissioners before accept- 
ing bail to require sureties to as fully set forth 
the property they own and describe the same with 
as much particularity as in making a deed. 
Further than this, it is suggested that a certificate 
of the ordinary be requirea stating that the 
surety returns said property tor taxes and the 
amount. This is not enough, and a certificate 
must be obtained from the clerk of the superior 
court stating that there are no mortgages, judg- 
ments or incumbrances on the property or against 
the surety. And the commissioners are to further 
require the surety to state the amount of his 
liabilities and whether or not he is on the bonds 
in favor of the state or the United States. Where 
there is a contingent liability the amount must be 
stated and deducted from the value of his prop- 
erty. Unless he then has doubie the amount of 
the bond he must not be accepted as bail. 

In revenue cases this rule, if strictly carried out 
will put nine of every ten accused men in jail. 
The expense of making bond under this rule will 
be $50. Kondsmen will be bard to get, and delay 
would be inevitable. In the meantime the defend- 
ant will be sent to prison. 

It will be a great hardship, and is generally con- 
demned.

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A NEW GAME 


Which Caught Two Farmers and Their 
Hard-Earned Money. 


A DIRK AND A WINCHESTER 


Piay an Important Part in the Game—The 
Sensational Story Which Two For- 
syth County Farmers Tell. 


A unique swindle—one entirely new in At- 
lanta—was successfully worked near the city 
night before last, and the victims were two 
sturdy farmers. 

The game was something on the principle of 
the three-card monte racket, and had the 
usual slick manipulator. 

Day before yesterday two well-known resi- 
dents of Forsyth county came to Atlanta in 
their wagons with cotton for sale. They dis- 
posed of it, attended to some business, and 
about dark started back home, driving leis- 
urely along. 

At Peachtree creek a buggy that was ap- 
proaching thém slackened up. When they 
met the horse was halted and the occu- 
pant of the vehicle jumped out and 
began to tallg@with the farmers. They were 
J . S. Heard and G. S. Roach, both prominent 
in Forsyth, and, with the congenial nature of 
their class, the two men satin their wagons 
chatting with the stranger. 

He was about forty years of age, clean 
shaven and had a most agreeable and honest 
face. They thought so then, though they 
changed their minds afterwards. 

The stranger talked on and they listened 
attentively. He talked yery smoothly on va- 
rious topics and soon gained their contidence. 
Presently he spoke of a game of chance that 
he occasionally indulged in and reaching into 
his baggy, where a small negro boy sat hold- 
ing the reins, drew forth three boxes. He 
showed their contents to the men from For- 
syth. Intwowere tea, in the third was $40 
in money. They were about three inches 
square and as heshut the innocent-looking 
boxes, he said: 

‘*T’ ve lost lotsof money ona game Iam going 
to show you; I don’t seem tw have any luck at 
a)l of late.’’ 

The farmers get down from their wagons 
deeply interested. The stranger had such an 
honest look! Then he continued: 

‘I will wager you gentlemen $20 that you 
cannot draw the box that has the money in it,”’ 

Heard and Roach ventured that he had two 
chances to their one. 

‘Weil, if you lose,’’ the man said, smiling, 
“*T’ll give you a silver watch,’’ and he drewa 
very preity timepiece from his pocket.” 

It looked fair enough; everything seemed 
~ simple as could be, and one of the farmers 

it. 
Both of them stood leaning against one of 
the wagons, facing the fellow with the boxes. 
Heard held $20in his hand ready to turn it 
over if he happened to lose. The boxes were 
shifted about and one of them chosen. 

It contained the money and the stranger 
knew it. . 

The farmer started to open the box he had 
drawn, when the stranger drew a long, ugly 
dirk and prizing partly open one of the boxes 
of tea he had, peeped into it and cried: 

**You’ve lost.’”’ 

He grabbed the countryman’s box and 
money and started to return to his buggy. The 
former thought he had drawn the 40, and 
tried to recover it and have it opened. 

‘Stand back,” the sharper called out, rgis- 
ing the dirk over his shoulder, threateningly. 

The farmers were intimidated and the one 
whose money had been seized then begged for 
his $20. The stranger laughed, and leaping 
into his vehicle started the horse. 

The victimized farmer made one more effort 
to get his money. He darted forward and 
catching the animal by the bridle, demanded 
what belonged to him. 

The stranger was prepared for that. Reach- 
behind him he took a Winchester and 
aiming it at the beaten farmer, ordered him to 
remove his hands from the horse. - 

The rifle gained the day, and as the sharper’s 
victim iet go, the negro handed hii the reins, 
and he was soon dashing away at a break- 
neck speed. 

Heard and Roach turned about. As quickly 
as they could, they came to police headquar- 
ters and reported the matter to Captain 
Wright. Captain Crim was detailed to look 
out forthe stranger, and all day yesterday a 
careful search was made for him. 

It was without avail, but the detective has 
not byany means givenup. The horse that the 
man drove had rings about the right hind 
leg, with the hair closely clipped, and could 
easily be identified by the farmers. All they 
can tell of the man isthat he wore a-dove- 
colored overcoat, and was of middle age and 
clean shaven. A small mulatto boy was with 
him. The two men started back home again 
yesterday morning, sadder, but, perhaps, wiser.

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THE BROSIUS PROPERTY SOLD. 


It Was Knocked Down to E. H. Orr for One 
Dollar and the Indebtedness. 

The property of the Brosius Moter Sewing 
Machine Company was sold at public auction 
at 11 o'clock yesterday. 

The amount bid was $1, the purchaser as- 
suming, by the terms of sale, the indebtedness 
of $50,000. 

The property was bidin by Mr. E. H. Orr, 
who owned stock in the old company. 

The sale was a quiet one. There was only 
one bidder and one bid. Mr. Orr's proposition 
to assume the liabilities of the company and 
pay over to its treasurer $1 was promptly ac- 
cepted. 

The property included the machinery, 
grounds, machines, material and the Brosius 
patent and privileges. Mr. Orr refused to 
state whom herepresented in the purchase, 
but it isgeneraily understood that he repre- 
sented some of the stockholders in the old 
company and that a reorganization will be 
effected as soon as practicable. 

One of the old stockholders, antl who is 
probably still interested in the factory, said 
yesterday : ? 

‘‘We have our plans all outlined, but we are 
not ready to give them tothe public. I can 
say this much, however: The factory will not 
suspend, that is, if at all, for not many days. 
Arrangements have been made to keep it in 
steady operation, but just what those arrange- 
ments are we do not caretosay. The men 
who will control it in future have every con- 
fidence in the merit of the machine, and have 
money to manufacture it. For that matter, 
allthe old stockholders had confidence in the 
success of the company ultimately, but they 
just simply could not raise money to pay its 
immediate operating expenses.”

Assistant Chief Wilkins of the 0. R. ¢. 
is in the City. 


NO DIFFERENCES TO BE ADJUSTED, 


The Relations of the Conductors and the 
Companies Are Harmonious—Other 
Railroad News. 


Captain C. H. Wilkins, assistant grand chief 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, arrived 
in Atlanta at noon yesterday and registered at 
the Kimball. 

The members of the local division were not 
expecting him until today. Captain Wilkins 
had senta telegram stating when he would get 
here, but the message was not delivered. 

In an interview with a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter, Captain Wilkins stated tht he is here 
in a sort of social way. There are no 
differences to be adjusted between the division 
and the roads so far as he knew. The order. 
gets along smoothly with the corporations 
everywhere. It hasa membership of 18,000 in 
the United States, Canada and Mexico. 

“We have not all the conductors in our 
order, but we have the cream of them,” said 
the assistant chief. “‘A wan has to be em- 
ployed as a conductor for a year before he can 
join the order. We have 319 divisions. There 
are eightin Georgia and about fifty in the 
states south of the Potomac and east of the 
Mississippi.”’ 

This is the 
visit to Atlanta.

inginthe southern states. Atianta has the 
largest division. All over the south the rela- 
tions between the order and the coporations are 
harmonious. 

I have found the divisions in better shape 
than I expected,'’ Captain Wilkins stated.

Today he will be en- 
tertained, and tonight he will make an address 
at a meeting of the division. Tomorrow 
morning he will leave for Rome.

For ten years he was a 
conductor on a line between Boston and 
Lowell. In 1880 he went to Chicago and en- 
tered the service of the Wabash, with which 
road he remained until elected an officer of 
the O. R. C. 

Punishing the Nickel Plate. 

One of the last acts of the Southeastern Missis- 
Sippi Valley Association before coming into the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association, 
was shutting the Nickel Plate off all roads in the 
former association. This has caused no little 
excitement in freight circles. The Nickel Plate 
fast freight line violated the rules of the associa- 
tion by issuing its bills of lading for 1,800 bales of 
cotton to be forwarded from Meinphis by barge to 
Cincinnati, and thencé to domestic spinning 
points in the east, at 5 cents per 190 pounds less 
than the old rate. As a punishment the Nickel 
Plate was ruled off all lines, rail and water, and 
not permitted to handle cotton, domestic or ex- 
port, either from Memphis proper or trom any 
point uncer the control of the association lines, 
so far as their authority may extend.

“COOK WILL HANG. 


The Murderer of Andrew Kiser Found 
Guilty of Murder, 


AND THE SENTENCE OF DEATH 


Will Be Passed Upon Him Today by 
Judge Harris—He Confessed 
the Crime. 


Walter Cook, the negro boy who killed , 


young Andrew Kiser, is to be banged for the 
heinous murder. 

A jury of his peers decided thatin just 
twenty minutes yesterday. 

The sentence of death will be passed upon him 
today by Judge Harris. 

Cook was taken from the Fulton county 
jail yesterday morning and carried to Fair- 

urn by Deputy Sheriff Donehoo. Rumors 
of violence had been afloat, and some fears 
were entertained as to the negro’s safety. He 
was locked in the Fairburn jail, however, 
without any trouble. 

At 9 o’cluck Cook was carried into the court- 
room and his case was called. 

The state was ready for the trial, and Judge 
Harris appointed Mr. George Latham, of 
Fairburn, and Mr, Charley Reed, of Palmetto, 
to defend the negro. Solicitor Homer’ Reed 
prosecuted the case. A jury was quickly struck, 
aud the trial began. 

There was very little evidence, and the trial 
was soon over, All the evidence adduced was 
overwhelmingly against the negro and 
branded him unmistakably as the murderer. 

Cook’s Own statement to the jury was sufh- 
cient to convicthim. He confessed that he 
did the killing, but set up a plea of self-de- 
fense. Heclaimed that if he had not killed 
Kiser, that Kiser would have killed him. His 
story was too thin, and at some points very 
ragged. 

Lhe evidence adduced showed that the mur- 
der was coinmitted near the hour of midnight, 
on the public road leading from Fairburn. 

Kiser was on his way home from Atlanta, 
where he had been to sell several bales of cot- 
ton. The murderous incentive was robbery, 
as youvg Kiser had the money from the sale of 
the cotton on his person at the time he was 
killed. The money was hidden in his vest 
pocket, and the murderer failed to find it. 

The jury was out but twenty minutes. The 
verdict was guilty of murder in the first degree, 
without any recommendation to mercy. 

Judge Harris postponed the passing of the 
sentence of death until today. 

After the murderer is sentenced, it is very 
likely that he will be brought back to Atlanta 
for safe keeping. 

The trial of St. John Nimmo for the shoot- 
ing of his father will be begun today. This 
killing occurred in Fairburn, and much inter- 
est is felt in it.

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A Card from Hon. W. C. Glenn. 

ATLANTA,Ga., February 3.—Editor Constitution ; 
Owing to its great public importance, and to some 
inaccuracies in published statements, I ask a 
short space in your paper in reference to the 
Glenn bill taxing railroads in the counties through 
which they run, 

The bill, asit wasintroduced, and as it passed 
the house, applied to every railroad in the state, 


The language of the first section, in providing for | 


the return, was and still isthat; ‘On or before 
the ist day of May cach and every railroad com- 
pany in this state shall make an annual return,” 
etc. There waa no attempt in the act, or any wish 
or desire on my part, toendeavor to classify the 
different roads with reference tothe method of 
return or liability to the tax. If differences ex- 
isted from exemption contracts, or in any other 
way, they were to be set up by the railroads. If 
there was lack of uniformity, it would arise, Dot 
from the terms of thelaw, but trom the rights of 
the railroads to resist. 

i did not wish to admit that these state exemp- 
tions, or rather these state restrictions on the 
amount and method of taxation had reference to 
anything else than state taxation. I drew 
the bill in the manner stated, and made it appli- 
cable to every railroad in the state, leaving them 
to meet it, if they could, under their charter 
privileges. 

Thus the act passed the house, and also the 
findace committee of the senate, and afterwards 
upon its passage through the senate, the section 
now known as section 4 was put in as 4R 
amendment by the Hon. John 1. Hall, thenin the 
senate, and who rendered most valuable service 
in the passage of the bili. Ll objected to it at the 
time, but any division among the friends of the 
meé:sure would have defeated it in toto. 

That section, even if otherwise correct, does not 
cover roads which pay upon gross incomes,or roads 
privileged to a certain amount, but only applies to 
those taxed upon net income. It distributes the 
tax thus raised, not in proportion to the vaiue in 
each county, butin proportion to the number of 
yniles. Had it covered all classes of roads other 
than those taxable ad valorem, the difficulty would 
would not have been so great. But recognizing a 
difference in the capacity to be taxed it does not 
exhaust the whole question and tax all. 

It is not correct to say, however, that the whole 
trouble arises outof this section. It is one of 
them. There are a number of others suggesied 
by the supreme court. * Some of them arise out of 
the application of the act, and some of them from 
terms of it, for the latter of which I am solely re- 
sponsible. 

These conclusions seem to be correct: 

1. it is questionable if ewery railroad in Geor- 
gia, excent tie Rome railroad, is not taxable ad- 
valorem by counties, the manner and method and 
amount of taxation set outin their charters hay- 
ing reference only to taxation by the state. 

Zu. If they are not subject to taxation by the 
counties ad valorem,or in any other way Whatever, 
and only to a state tax set out in their charters, 
then no effort to tax themin this bill can in any 
way invalidate a taxstion of those thus subject. 

3. If these railroads are only subject to restric- 
tive taxation based upon their net income or 
gross income by the counties upon the basis of 
the state tax, anu all the other roads of this state 
are subject to an ad valorem tax,then a classifica- 
tion of the roads according to their capacity to be 
taxed by the counties, would not be an infraction 
of the uniformity rule. 

4. If the railreads mentioned are subject toa 
county tax advalorem, aithough only subject toa 
restrictive state tax, tLen section 4 of this act, 
which provides for taxing them ina particular 


| way, only, would fail; and asthe balance of the 


act in no way depends upon it, they would be tax- 
able under the act with section 4 out of it, 

itis nota very good plan, or perhaps even a 
strictly proper one, to be discussing pending 
cases; but the importance of this matter is my 
excuse for this communication. Tue law is sv 
eminently justandright that it commends itself 
toany one. lts objectis not to bear hard upon 
railroads, but only to make them subject to the 
same burdens which all others are compelled to 
bear.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, February 4.—The stock market was 
active today, but as usual of late the increased business 
done was all due to persistent attacks of the bears 
apon Industrial stocksand incidentally some of the 
railroads lost, though considerable buying of Coalers 
was responsible for a great deal of animation late in 
the day. The most severe drive was made at the 
market during the forenoon, and it created a large 
short interest in nearly all the leading active shares. 
On the other hand, in the afternoon the market be- 
came stronger under the lead of Lackawanna, and 
with good buying in that stock Reading, Western 
Union, Lake Shore and Louisville, New Albany and 
Chicago, and shorts became frightened fora moment 
and covering wasin order, with the effect of 
wiping out about all the early losses. In- 
dustrials, however, were the principal features of 
the day, and Distillers, after opening off the fraction, 
remained very feverish without yielding much for 
some time, but the most vicious drive at it in the 
afternoon broke its price to 45%,c against 50'.c last 
evening. Cordage stocks followed and Chicago Gas, 
while not 86 active as usual, felt the effect, yielding 
nearly 2 per cent. The railroad list suffered only 
slight declines, with the exception of Burlington and 
New England, whose losses exceeded 1 per cent. The 
remarkable strength and activity developed in Lacka- 
wannain the last hour dragged the whole list up 
again, and the early declines were in most cases re- 
covered. Jersey Central sympathized closely with 
the leader in this rise, but Reading, which had risen 
1 per cent in the face of an early decline, was held at 
a shade under its best price. Denver and-Rio Grande 
preferred was also a strong feature of early trading, 
and a sharp rise of about 6 per cent in Edison General 
Electric marked the final dealings. The rest of the 
market was traded in as a rule within narrow limits, 
though considerable activity was seen in a few stocks. 
The opening was fairly steady at irregular but slight 
changes from last night's figures, and the drive at In- 
dustrials caused fractional concessions in early 
trading. An advancing ey wes shown when- 
ever the pressure was removed, however, and the rush 
to cover in the last hour brought almost everything 
up to last night’s prices.

Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter. 
By private wire to A. P. Youngblood. 

NEW YORK, February 4.—Liverpool this morning 
gave us a very healthy cable, and the advance quoted 
from there would have been of material effect had it 
not been that receipts were extremely liberal, most of 
the ports showing a large movement, while in addition 
it was stated at one time that New Orleans would re- 
ceive 18,000 to 20,000 bales tomorrow. Under this idea 
values declined, but on the contradiction of the first 
report, and the estimate of 7,090 to 8,000 bales for New 
Orleans tomorrow, we had a fairrecovery.

The overwhelming receipts are a sur- 
prise to everybody, and in the present condition of af 
fairs leave little room to hope for an immediate recoy- 
ery. The estimates both of the ports and interior will 
be largely exceeded, and naturally this factor has been 
of much weight. We find nothing new to observe, for 
everything is wholly dependent upon the question of 
receipts. 


Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Circular. 

NEW YORK, February 4.—The cotton market today 
reflects the better demand from spinners in Liverpool. 
The spot sales were 12,000 bales, and at one time 
futures were 3-64d higher than yesterday. Final prices 
were steady, at a net advance of le64d, our cables ad- 
vising that a portion of the improvement had been lost 
as a result of a bear raid just atthe ciose. Yarns are 
quoted in buyers’ favor; cloths, but little doing. In 
our own market opening prices were 3 to 4 points bet- 
ter than yesterday, and have fluctuatedin direct re- 
sponse to the various advices received from New 
Orleans as to probable receipts there tomorrow. At 
one time arumor that they would be 15,000 or 20,000 
bales depressed the market here to last night’s figures, 
but the official estimate was only 7,000 to 8,000, and a 
recovery ensued. At 1 o'clock prices were about 4 
points above last evening’s figures. Our New Orleans 
friends telegraph us as follows in explanation of the 
early reports of large receipts there tomorrow: ‘“‘We 
find our estimates too large, because of some railroads 
not reporting fully,on accountof the inability to de- 
liver, being blocked at the depots." Our Norfolk 
house telegraphs us as follows: “Have consulted all 
our principal factors; they unanimously report nearly 
all shipments advised now in, and even with continued 
good weather, expect very light receipts here next 
week.’ For the day, port receipts promise to be 
20,000, against 15,000 last week and 21,000 last year. 
Some question had been raised as tothe large move- 
ment reported of late from Baltimore. It is thought 
by some that the heavy receipts arriving there may 
have come either from West Point or Norfolk, and in 
consequence, have been twice counted. Receipts at 
Memphis today are large, and the interior movement 
for the week is estimated at 47,000, against about the 
same quantity last year. The plantation movement, 
it is thought, will be heavy, and the total quautity of 
cotton coming into sight probably 170,000, against 
190,000 last year. Afterlo'’clock the market became 
easier, closing at last night's figures. The decline 
seems to have been due to advices from New Orleans to 
the effect that the quantity of cotton coming into sight 
this week would be as large as forthe corresponding 
week last year. Receipts for the day are 28,000 bales 
and forthe week thus far 141,000. The most reliable 
information we can get points toa total of 165,000 for 
the port receipts this week; 150,000 for the plantation 
movement, and 45,000 for the interior receipts, against 
158,000, 154,000 and 47,000 respectively, for the same 
week last year.

As the Jail Doors Closed, for His Life Was 
Saved. 

Will Jobnson, the negro who broke into a 

young lady’s room in Cartersville, last week, 


is in the Atlanta jail. 

And no wretched criminal was ever gladder 
to get behind its protecting walls than he. He 
breathed a long sigh of relief as he entered the 
door, and actually smiled when the big prison 
cage closed behind him. 

e had been an inmate of three county jails 
within twenty-four hours, had been spirited 
over the quiet country roads and hidden from 
the sight of men—al! this to save his neck. 

A full account of his offense was published 
in THE CONSTITUTION last week. The excite- 
ment atthe timeran highand Johnson was 
carried to the Rome jail for safe-keeping. 

Wednesday night he was taken from 
Rome by Sheriff. Casey and a deputy 
of Bartow county. They went about 
it very quietly. They went to bring Johnson 
to Cartersville for trial aud they knew thatif 
his presence in Cartersville was known he 
would be lynched. 

The ofiicers boarded a Western and Atlantic 
train with their prisoner and got off a few 
miles above Cartersville. A buggy was pro- 
cured and the sheriff drove through the 
country to Cartersville, where late Wednesday 
night he put Johnson in jail. 

Yesterday morning, closely guarded, the 
negro was carried into court. The charge of 
rape had been abandoned, and that of burglary 
substituted. Johnson quickly pleaded guilty, 
seemingly glad of the chance, and was 
sentenced to twenty years in the penitentiary. 

Sheriff Casey knew that it would not do to 
keep the negro in Cartersviile and decided to 
bring him to Atlanta. The first train for At- 
lanta was caught, and in charge of the sheriff 
and Bailiff Buff the negro was brought here, 
arriving shortly after 12 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. He will be carried to the peniten- 
tiary in a few days.

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NOT THE PEOPLE 


Bat the Grand Jury Will Select the 
Connty Commissioners. 


BUT IT IS FOR ONLY A TEMPORARY TERM. 


The Elections Are to Be Held in the Fall 
and the Terms ofthe Elected Officers 
Begin January lst. 


There seems to be considerable confusion 
over the situation now as to how the next 
county commissioners shall be selected. 

“Will they be chosen by the grand jury by 
virtue of the late law passed by the general 
assembly at its last session ?’’ asks one. 

‘‘Will the people have the right to fill the 
places made vacant by the expiring terms in 
April ?’’ is another question often heard now. 

Owing to the changes in the law and the 
subsequent efforts to rechange it, there is 
natural confusion in the minas of the people 
as to just how the two commissioners 


to be put on the board in Apri! shall be chosen. 

The straight of itis simply this: Two com- 
missioners’ terms will expire in April. They 
must be replaced at once, without waiting for 
the autumn election, and fer this reason the 
grand jury at the spring term of court, and not 
tlie people will select the commissioners for 
the places thus made vacant. 

But the commissioners thus chosen by the 
grand jury will only be temporary commis- 
sioners, their terms only lasting until January 
1, 1893, when commissioners elected by the 
people in the October elections will take their 
places. 

All of this comes out of the requirements of 
the O’ Neill bill passed by the legislature giving 
Fulton county the right of popular ballot in 
choosing her county commissioners. The bill 
had to be framed so as to meet the emergency 
when these expirations come on, and Mr. 
O’Neill was put to a great deal of trouble 
arranging the provisions of the bill so that 
they could cover just these points. 

The Letter of the Law. 


At this time when so much concern is being 
manifested on every side, it is well to read the 
O'Neill] bill and get a thorough knowledge of 
the situation as the April days draw nearer, 
and tuis important question demands a safe 
and satisfactory solution. 

The bill is one to give Fulton a law for the 
popular election of county commissioners, and 
reads as follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, That section 1 of an 
act creating the commissioners of roads and reve- 
nues for Fulton county, approved December 3, 
1880, be amended by striking therefrom the 
words ‘“‘astheir terms expire their successors 
Shall be elected by the first grand jury at the 
spring term of the court for three years.”’ 

Sec. 2, Be it further enacted that from and af- 
ter the passage of this act, the election of said 
commissioners of roads and revenues for Fulton 
county shall take place as follows: The successors 
of the twocommissioners whuse terms expire 
on April 1, 1890 shall be selected by the first 
grand jury meeting in the spring term 1890, to 
serve until the first dayof January, 1891, The suc- 
cessors of the two commissioners selected as 
above and the successor of the commissioner 
whose term expires on April 1, 1891, shall be se- 
lected atan election by the qualified voters of 
Fulton county, to be held on the first Wednesday 
in October, 1890, onthe day of holding election 
for the members of the legislature of Geor- 

i and subject to the same rules 

regulations prescribed for the 
election of members of the legisiature. Of the 
commissioners so elected, one must be a non-res- 
ident of the city of Atlanta or any other incorpo- 
rated town in the county,and he shall be voted for 
under the designation ‘‘for commissioner from 
the county.” Of those thus voted for the one re- 
ceiving the largest vote, irrespective of the votes 
cast for the other commissioners, shall be elected 
and shall hold office for a term of four years. 
His successors in regular line shall be chosen 
gradually thereafter. 

The same provisions above made applying. 
The other commissioners to be elected at this elec- 
tion shall be voted for under the designation, 
“ior county commissioners,’ and the two receiv- 
ing the largest number of votes cast, exclusive of 
those voted “for commissioner from the county,” 
shall be elected fora term of four years, as shall, 
also, their successors in regular line. The terms 
of office of the three commissioners thus selected, 
shall begin January 1, 189], when the terms of 
those whom they are elected to succeed shall 
expire. 

The successors of the two cominissioners whose 
terms expire April 1, 1892, shall be chosen by the 
first grand jury meeting in the spring term of 
1892, and the commissioners thus chosen shall hold 
office until the Ist. of January, 1893, when they 
shall be succeeded by two who shall be elected by 
the qualified voters as herein provided on the day 
of the reguiar election for members of the 
general assembly, immediately preceding the 
expiration of the short terms above provided for, 
and in the same manner as is provided for herein. 
The two commissioners thus elected shall hold 
oflice for aterm of tour years, beginning January 
1, 1893. Their successors shall be elected quadri- 
ennially thereafter on the day of the regular elec- 
tion for members of the genera! assembly im- 
médijately preceding the expirations of their 
terms of office: 

Sec. 3. All of the elections contemplated and 
~ pagan under this act, except the elections by 
the grand jury, shall be conducted as to 
inanner, place and qualification of voters and 
superintendents, and qualification of managers, 
in accordance with the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the laws of Georgia for the holding of 
elections for members of the general assembly, 
and the counting and consolidation of the vote 
ani declaration of the result shall be under the 
Same rules prescribed in cases of election of mem- 
bers of the genera) asseinbly. 

The fourth section provides for the adjust- 
ment of contests; the fifth section provides 
how bribefy and illegal votes shall be measured 
and punished as in ail state and county elec- 
—— and the sixth section repeals Conflicting 
aws.
